in the person of Mr. Robert Maugham, who had previously 
acted as secretary to the preliminary committee, and who 
held office until his death in 1862. The invaluable services 
which he rendered to the Society figure frequently in the 
reports of the several committees of the Council. 

The next matters of importance to engage the attention of 
the committee were the choice of an appropriate site. This 
matter called for great care and deliberation. However, in Jun 
1828, it is reported that the Society had secured a convenient 
site by the purchase of two houses in Chancery Lane, a small 
house inthe rear in Pope's Head Court. and another house in Bell 
Yard. Parliamentary sanction was obtained for a proposed 
scheme, and on 28th June, 1831, the members of the Society 
held their annual meeting in their own Hall for the first time. 

On the 22nd December, 1831. the original Deed of Settlement 
was superseded by a Royal Charter. The composite character 
of the Society's original constitution the admixture of a

joint stock share element with a system of annual sub 
scription arose out of the necessity for providing the means 
of meeting a large immediate outlay in the nature of capital. 
That it has no connection with a desire for personal gain is to 
be conclusively inferred from the fact that the number of 
shares to be held by any one member was rigidly limited to 
twenty. The services of the committee of management were 
given gratuitously ; and the whole character of the Society 
was practically as far removed from that of a commercial 
speculation when it was first founded as it is at the preser 

time. Nevertheless, it soon appeared that the joint stock 
element in the enterprise was productive of many practical 
inconveniences and interfered both with the dignity and 
usefulness of the Society. These disadvantages were placed 
before the members in clear and forcible terms in a report of 
the committee of management presented at an annual genera! 
meeting held on 5th July, 1842; and at a meeting which took 
place shortly afterwards resolutions were passed which had 








in view the re-modelling of the Society’s constitution “‘ upon 
the principle of other professional, literary and scientific 
bodies.’ 

The principal matter for consideration was the mode of 
dealing with the shares. Most of these were held by members 
of the Soc lety, but some of them had passed into the hands of 
representatives of deceased members who occupied under the 
Society’s constitution the anomalous position of not being 
capable of recognition as me mbers and vet having a certain 
entitv which could not be disregarded, of having an interest 
in the capital but not in the profits, and of holding shares in 
the property of the Society without contributing to its support. 
So far as this latter class of shares was concerned, it was 
decided that the only prac tical method of dealing with them 
was to get them in by purchase ; while as to the shares of 
members it was resolved that they should be given up to the 
Society, and that to the extent of one share of each member

(which was the amount of the holding in the large majority of 
cases) the shares should be taken to represent the equivalent 
of an entrance fee. It was further arranged that surplus 
shares held by any of the members should be purchased by 
the Society. The scheme—although involving some slight 
pecuniary sacrifice—was loyally accepted by the members, 
The change of constitution was carried out ; the property of 
the Society was conveyed to Trustees ; the old Charter was 
surrendered to the Crown, and in place of it a new one, which 
bears date the 26th February, 1815, was granted on the 
Petition “‘ of our trusted and well beloved Edward Foss and 
Michael Clayton.” 

Simultaneously the committee of management ceased to 
exist, but only to be reconstituted under the name of “ the 
Council.” 

The Society still remains constituted under the Charter of 
1845 as amended by Supplemental Charters obtained in the 
years 1872, 1905 and 1909.

The Law Society acquired a legal Constitution in the year 
1825 under the title of The Law Institution, but to appreciate 
rightly the circumstances and objects of its formation I must 
ask vou to go back with me to the vear 1739, and to the records 
of a society which was brought into existence in that year by 
the alliance together of some eighty gentlemen practising as 
attorneys in the courts into a community known as “ The 
Society of several gentlemen practising in the Courts of Law 
and Equity 

These gentlemen were undoubtedly the progenitors of The 
Law Society of to-day 

The records of this‘‘ Society of several gentlemen practising 
in the Courts of Law and Equity “extend from 13th February, 
1739. to the 23rd February. 1832, and were contained in seven 
quarto volume S, SLX of these volume Ss coniprising the records 
from 1739 to 1819 are in the possession of The Law Society 
to-day ; unfortunately the seventh volume covering the period 
from February. 1819. to February, 1832, cannot be found, but 
we are able from the minutes of our own Society which begin 
in 1825 to follow to some slight extent the doings of the Soc iety

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The spirit which moved these “‘ gentlemen practisers ” to 
start the Society was as stated in the minute “ their 
abhorrence and detestation of all unfair practice and their 
determination to use their utmost endeavours to detect and 
discountenance the same and that meetings should be held to 
consider such methods as might best answer the purposes 
The subsequent minutes show the perseverance with which 
methods for the confirmation of their purposes were considercd, 
adopted and carried into effect. 

The Society was composed of solicitors (comparatively few 
n number) who had combined together in the endeavour to 


advance the status and well-being of the profession. Thev 
had no fixed home, meeting from time to time in one or other 
of the numerous coffee-houses, then existing in the neigh- 
bourhood of Chancery-lane, among which I notice the names 
of the Crown and Anchor, Serle’s Coffee House and The Devil's 
Tavern. Each meeting was presided over by a Prolocutor, 
the arrangements, including the provision of refreshments, 
being entrusted to Stewards appointed at the previous general 
meeting. 

In later Vears the Society held its meetings In Clement's 
Inn Hall or Furnival’s Inn Hall. 

On the 17th June, 1741, at a meeting held at the “ Crown and 
Anchor’ a committee was appointed, and was desired “ to 
meet as often as they should think proper to take into con- 
sideration of any matter relating to the benefit of suitors 
and the honour of the profession.” 

The committee appear to have dealt with questions as 
to unqualified persons acting as solicitors, retainers to counsel, 
and similar matters, ard were also called in from time to time 
to advise with members of the House of Commons as to 
legislation which was contemplated. 

One matter which appears to have received the Sper al 
attention of the Society was the demand put forward by the 
Scriveners Company to compel solicitors and attorneys 
exercising the conveyancing branch of their ‘profession in 
London into the freedom of the city, and of the Seriveners 
Company. This was strenuously contested in the Law Courts 
overa period of Vears, and ended Ina vy lctory for the solicitors 
and attorn'ys, reported by the committee to the general 
meeting on the L7th December, 1760. The counsel who 
appeared for the solicitors received a piece of plate in recogni- 
tion of his services by way, I hope, of addition to and not in 
substitution for his fees. 

In 1788 the Society of Practisers had adopted the name of 
“ The Law Society” in place of that of “ The Society of 
Practisers.”” So far as IL have observed, the first minute in 
which this new title was used was in that of a meeting of the 
committee of the old Society, held at the Crown and Rolls 
Tavern, in Chancery Lane, on the 22nd January, 1788. There 
is nothing either in that minute, or in any of the previous 
minutes to indicate why this change was made. The full 
title of the Soc lety had alwavs been adopted TF 
up to that date without exception, and was indeed used 
afterwards from time to time; but throughout the last 
minute book in our possession, which extends from March, 
1810, to February, 1819, any other title than that of “ The 
Law Society ” 


the minutes 


seems to have been complete ly abandoned, tf 
not forgotten. 

As vears went on the members of the Society of Practisers 
found themselves at a disadvantage, in that their work in the 
interests of the profession Was restricted and prejudiced by 
the fact that they had no formal organization as an established 
institution, and were without a fixed meeting place. Thy 
moving spirits of the Society with Mr. Bryan Holme at theit 
head accordingly set to work to remedy these disadvantages, 
and in 1823 they had made such good progress that they were 
in a position to issue a prospectus, which clearly set out the 
objects they had in view, and the methods they proposed to 
adopt. It is, I think, worth quoting in extenso : 
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‘ PROSPECTUS. 

“ Whilst the various public bodies, companies and com- 
mercial and trading classes in the Metropolis, and indeed 
in many of the principal towns in the Kingdom have long 
p ssessed places of general resort, for the more convenient 
transaction of their business, and while numerous Institu 
tions for promoting Literature and Science amongst all 
ranks and conditions of Society, have been established it 1s 
somewhat singular that the attorneys resident in London 
should still be without an establishment calculated to 
afford them similar advantages in the way of their profession ; 
the more particularly when the Halls of the Societies of the 
different Inns of Court, the Clubs of Barristers, Special 
Pleaders, and Convevancers, the Library of the Writers 
to the Signet at Edinburgh and the Association of Attorneys 
in Dublin, furnish a strong presumption of the advantages 
that would result to Attorneys from an Establishment of a 
similar description ; but our surprise will cease when we 
reflect that the incessant labour and attention which pro- 
fessional men are obliged to bestow on the concerns of their 
clients leave them little leisure or inclination to attend 
even to their own affairs, and still less to the consideration 
of subjects relating to the profession at large 

“The attention of some individuals in the Profession 
having been at length attracted to the subject, thev have 

projected an Institution caleulated, as they conceive, to 

supply this desideratum, as well as to afford many other 
collateral advantages to the Profession ; of these the follow 
ing is the outline 
‘ It is proposed that a Society shall be formed, ta b 
called, 
Tne Loxnpon Law INstirution, 

which shall be ¢ om pose d of attornevs, solicitors and proctors 
resident in England and Wales; of the principal officers 
of the Superior Courts of Record at Westminster, and 
also the gentlemen who mav have voluntarily withdrawn 
their names from the Roll of attorneys or solicitors. That 
for this purpose a suitable public building shall be erected 
in some part of Chancery Lane, or in the immediate neigh 
bourhood of the Inns of Court, out of a fund to be raised 
by subscription amongst the attornevs. solicitors and 
proctors within thie Bills ot Mortality. to whom alone the 
proprietary of the Institution shall bo confined ; and that 
the future expense shall b» provided for by means of annual 
subscriptions by the proprietors and be such attorneys, 
solicitors, and proctors, both in town and country (not 
being proprietors), and such principal officers as shall be 
admitted to be subseribers, under rules and regulations 
to be from time to time laid down.”

The Prospectus ends up with the following encouraging 
forecast of the benefits from the erection of the proposed 
building. 

‘The proposed Institution will be highly useful and 
advantageous for facilitating and expediting the transac 
tion of business extending the means of information, and 
improvement, promoting liberality of practise and increasing 
the respectability of th profession, and that it ought to 
be established on the most liberal scale.” 

The response te the Prosp ctus proved satisfactory, and 
the first meeting of the promoters took place at Serle’s Coffee 
House on the 13th April, 1825. By the 2nd June of that year 
resolutions had been passed for establishing The Law Society 
as a proprietary institution, and a Committee of Management 
was appointed, with power to raise a fund of £50,000 tn 
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2,000 shares of £25 each, out of which to purchase a piece 


of land in the vicinity of the Inns of Court. and build upon it

as should be thought requisite for the proprietors and 
subscribers. 

The subscriptions to the capital of the proprietary institu 
tion were promptly forthcoming, but the selection of the

| Act of Parliament firmls established the position of the 
Society as the responsible guardian of the profession and its 
subse uy nt progress is been built upon it. 

From I8t0 and for many subsequent vears two other 
leading objects of the Society monopolised to a great extent 
the attention of its committees These were, the centralisa- 
tion of the Courts of Justice. and the simplification of legal 
proced ire the committee believed that inevitably the latter 
mist follow t fornietl and centred their efforts accordingly. 

The crusade began by a meeting of the representatives 
of the whole profession organised by the Society and held 
n this Hall on the 8th of May, 1840. On that occasion reso- 
lutions were passed strongly recommending the centralisation 
of the Courts of Justices n the ne ighbourhood of the Inns of 
Court and the adoption of active steps to secure its accomplish- 
ment. and on the 6th March, 1843. a deputation waited on the 
Lord Chancellor and urged on him the supreme Importance

The President after reading this letter to the Coun 
reported that in consequence of it he had had an interview 
with the Chancellor of the Exchequer on Wednesday the 19th 
December, when the Chan ‘ellor had expressed his approval 
of the concentration of the Law Courts and Offices, and 
adverted to the consequent charge on the finances of the 
country, and to the duty which devolved on him, as Financial 
Minister, of inquiring into the Accountant-General’s mode 
of keeping the accounts of the funds in the court of Chancery 
and the course of proceeding in the Aecountant-General’s 
office on the investment transfer and sale of cash and stock 
belonging to the suitors, and into the means of preventing 
loss to the suitors by an iniprovement in the mode of dealing 
with cash in court not invested at the instance of suitors, 
and generally into the system of conducting the business of 
the office, and he had desired to know whether he might rely 
on the earnest support of the profession of solicitors, of whom 
he considered the Council of this Society substantially the 
representative in any attempt to effect the Improvements 
advocated by the witnesses who had given evidence before 
the Concentration of Courts Commission. 

The President further reported that he had referred the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer to the reports of committees 
of this Society of the 2nd December, 1851, and 2nd July, 1857 
and had stated to him the deep interest which this Council 
took in the measure for the Concentration of the Courts 
recommended by the Report of the Commissioners, and that 
if they could be assured that the fund there refe rred to would 
be applied to the accomplishment of that object, and that all 
the advantages to be derived from the « hang s contemplate d 
would enure for the benefit of the suitors, he might rely on the 
cordial and zealous co-operation and support of the Council 
and through them of the profession. The President stated 
that the Chancellor of the Exch quer had fully assented to the 
propriety and reasonableness of the conditions. 

It was thereupon resolved “ that the Council approve of 
the assurance given by the President to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer.” 

The Society was equally persistent in its determination 
that procedure in the courts should be simplified Year after 
vear we find it suggesting or supporting, here one reform and 
there another, ever persevering, until our Supreme Court was 
established by the Supre me Court of Judicature Act, 1873. 
the objects and results of which have be en to secure comple te 
co-operation between the various branches of the courts and 
avoidance of previous delays and complexities in procedure 

It would occupy mut h too much of your time were L to 
vo with further detail into the work of the Society during 
the last 100 years. The records show continuous efforts in 
matters of interest and concern for the profession, efforts which 
have established its dignity and usefulness and secured to it 
the disciplinary powers which were essential for its success

of the organs by which the State functions in all its varied 
activities. The value of such a work is evident and its use 
is not confined to articled clerks, as witness the demand for 


it on the other side of the Atlantic 


Turning to the actual curriculum of the Law School, every 
student who reads, as do the majority for the Intermediate 
Course, takes in his first term a short introductory course on 
the sources and history of English Law. This is of value to 
the beginner, as enablinga bird’s eve view of the subject which, 
in these days of Spee talisation, it Is otherwise difficult to obtain. 
Also in the first or second term these students read, as the 
principal subject, Publie Law, which embraces the outlines 
of Constitutional Law Proper and Local Government Law. 
Local Government is a branch of public life in which the pro- 
fession can claim to play a most prominent part and by the 
introduction of these subjects to our students, apart from the 
strict requirements of examinations, an attempt is being made 
to « mphasize the place of law in the general life of the com- 


riunity For the final students who are necessarily tied toa 
practical study of English Law, courses are given each term 
on a selected topic of Commercial Law. These courses are 


taken by all students, irrespective of the branch or branches 
of law to which thev propose to devote their professional 
life. Every final student also takes a short course in Private 
International Law (the conflict of laws) a subject which 
with the growth of international trade has become one of 
first-rate Importance 

({n increasing number of students are combining with their 
preparation for professional examinations the Degree Course 
at the Law School for the University of London LL.B. What- 
ever may be the opinion as to the value of a University Degree 
to a legal practitioner, little doubt will be felt that the wider 
appreciation of law so obtained is of value to a man in public 
life, particularly in those branches of it in which a man trained 
as a solicitor can be of most service 

I wish to thank Mr. Wade, the Vice-Principal of our Law 
School, for the particulars he has given me of the scheme and 
scope of the work of the students. 

The only other of the Society’s numerous activities at the 
present time on which I wish to say a few words relates to the 
question of providing assistance to enable poor persons to 
Institute ar d carry through pre ( eedings to obt un divorce or 
otherwise exercise individual rights to which they may be 
entitled This question has been before the Society for a 
number of vears In 1914 a series of Government Regula- 
tions known as the Poor Persons Rules were issued under the 
Judicature Acts, and at the annual general meeting in the 
vear 1919 the President, Mr. R. A. Pinsent, commented on 
the unsatisfactory working of the regulations. He urged the 
necessity of maintaining the true spirit of the Poor Persons 
Regulations, viz., legal assistance without profit, and the 
co-operation of the profession in securing this benefit for the 
poor. He pointed out that unless voluntary help from members 
of the profession was forthcoming, poor persons’ proceedings 
would be handed over to a Government Department, a step 
which would be injurious to the reputation if not to the 
interests of our profession 

Mr. Pinsent’s anticipation Was endorsed by the report of 
the Departmental Committee, which at that time had been 
appointed by the Lord Chancellor under the « hairmanship of 
Mr. Justice P. O. Lawrence, and on which Mr. A. H. Coley, our 
vice-president, and the late Mr. Geddard served. The report 
was Issued in January, 1920, recommending that new rules 
should be issued, and that The Law Society should be asked 
to assist in the preparation of panels of solicitors willing to 
act In a memorandum which Mr. Geddard and Mr. Coley 
added to the re port of the committee they strongly urged the 
desirability of conferring jurisdiction in divorce and matri- 
monial cases on county courts as a means of relieving the 
congestion then existing This recommendation has not 
unfortunately in my opinion been acted on. New rules wer 
issued to give effect to the general recommendations of the 
report, and every effort was made by the Council and the 
Provincial Law Societies at the request of the Lord Chancellor 
to secure a panel of solicitors to report upon applications for 
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legal assistance and conduct proceedings when such proceedings 

were decided to be justifiable 

The work proceeded fairly smoothly during 1921, but the 
cases largely increased, and in 1922 the number of solicitors 
willing to render legal aid was found altogether insufficient. 
At a special general meeting held in January of the year 1923 
a resolution was passed asking the Council to make a report 
to a subsequent special general meeting on the whole subject 
before again communicating with the Lord Chancellor. 

This report was prepared and submitted to a special general 
meeting held in April, 1923. It strongly advocated that 
divorce cases which formed 80 to 90 per cent. of the poor 
persons’ cases should be taken at assizes and county courts 

The report was communicated to the Lord Chancellor, but 
nothing effective resulted, and in July, 1923, another Govern- 
ment Committee was appointed, again under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Justice Lawrence, Sir Roger Gregory and Mr. Coley 
being members of the committee. 

Some delay took place owlng to the intervention of the 
Long Vacation, and a change of Government necessitated a 
reconstitution of the committee. 

The report was eventually issued on the 17th February, 
1925. It stated that the difficulties which had arisen in the 
working of the Poor Pers ns Rules had been caused solely by 
reason of the inability of the Poor Persons Department to 
find an adequate number of solicitors willing to undertake the 
conduct of the large number of divorce cases brought by and 
against poor persons. It added that this inability was not 
due to any lack of effort on the part of The Law Society or on 
the part of the Poor Persons Department, and the committee 
desired to record their appreciation of the work that had 
already been done by a large number of solicitors in dealing 
with poor persons’ cases. 

The committee also called attention to the fact that the 
work of the solicitors in connection with the poor persons’ 
cases involves a certain amount of personal expense to the 
solicitors and a considerable amount of disorganisation of the 
ordinary work of their offices, for which they receive no 
remuneration and very little recognition, and they pointed 
out that while there had been no difficulty in finding barristers 
to undertake the necessary court work, their work in connection 
with poor persons’ cases is much less irksome and troublesome 
than that undertaken by solicitors. 

The committee stated that they were satisfied that the 
reluctance evinced by the majority of the members of the 
profession, referring in that case to the solicitors’ profession, 
to undertake the conduct of poor persons’ cases was attributable 
to three main causes, namely : 

(1) The distasteful character of the work ; 

(2) The difficulty and delay in obtaining payment of 
out-of-pocket expenses out of the deposits in court ; and 

(3) The undue burden cast upon London solicitors owing 
to -he centralization of divorce work in London. 

The conclusion of the committee was that the present system 
was unworkable, that a state department for the work was 
open to many objections, being exceedingly costly, and 
involving the loss of voluntary energy, and of the relationship 
between the client. his solicitor and counsel. 

They find that there must be 
satisfactory system: (1) that the divorce work should be 
substantially decentralised ; (2) that the organisation and 
administration of the work should be entrusted to the pro- 
fession instead of being in the hands of officials ; and (3) that 
a reasonable annual grant inaid of the expenses of the 
administration should be made by the Government. 

The Committee stated that at their request Sir 
(tregory and Mr. A. H. Coley had brought the outline of the 
scheme before The Law 8 wiety and the Provincial Societies 
with the result that The Law Society and forty-nine of the 
( ighty-one Provincial Law Societies were wholly in favour of

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were neutral or expressed no opinion, and only eight of the 
Provincial Societies expressed an adverse view, and that as 
regards the latter the committee had everv reason to hope 
that if the scheme were adopted they would assist the rest of 
the profession In carrving it into effect 

This scheme, which the committee recommended for 
adoption, involves further decentralisation of poor persons’ 
matrimonial work by enabling matrimonial work to be com- 
menced and prosecuted in the District High Court Registries, 
the matrimonial causes being

Under th scheme the Poor Persons Department 
will be abolished and all work tn connection with the depart- 
ment will be transferred to the profession free from Government 
control. 

It was further recommended that the work should be carried 
on under the supervision of The Law Society and the Provincial 
Societies, committees be Ing appointed by those societies and 
approved by the Lord Chancellor, and that a grant of not less 
than £3,000 per annum should be made by the Government 
in aid of the administration expenses 

There is no doubt that the amount of this grant must be 
largely increased and this was made clear in the report by the 
Poor Persons Committee of the Council dealing with the 
scheme in detail which was brought up and adopted by the 
Council at their last meeting before the Vacation The 
report has been circulated amongst the Provincial Law 
Soctettes 

It Is proposed that the scheme should come tnto force as 
from the Ist January, 1926, and the details of organisation 
and administration will now receive the immediate attention 
of the Council and of the Provincial Liaw Societies
